For a time, the question 
of taking the" children out of the 
homes and placing them in state 
institutions, was considered, but 
so many obstacles were found in 
the way of following out such 
a plan, lliat it has been given up 
for the time being. In. the first 
place it is doubtful if there is an 
institution in the state that would 
accept the children, on account of 
their physical condition, unless it 
A\ould be the institutions for the 
feeble minded and the children 
can hardly be called candidates 
for institutions of this character. 


A Big Job. 


The clean-up expedition 
was 


then decided upon as the best me- 
thod of improving conditions, for 
the time being 


Captain and Mrs. Ladlow, of the 


Salvation Army, will head the ex- 
pedition and Avjth a number of as- 
sistants will make their first trip 
to the scene of action, next Tues- 
day. _ Armfid_wit|ijajithorit5', soap, 
coal oil and disinfectants, the par- 
ty will go ready for action and 
prepared to mate a thorough job 
of the affair. 


The present plans are to take- 


one house at a time and if neces- 
sary to give an entire day to the- 
cleaning up of the house and occu- 
pants. The old beds and bed cloth 
ing, described in the article in 
Thuisday morning's Tribune, are 
to be taken out, coal oil set to 
them and burned. The same will 
be done with other pieces of fur- 
niture, when necessary. The house 
wil Ithen be scrubbed, disinfected 
and propei ly whitewashed 
The 


occupants will be put through a 
process of cleansing, many of the 
old clothes they nave been -near- 
ing Aiill be burned and where ne- 
cessary the children's hair will be 
cut. 


A Chance For All.

A Gigantic Task. 


To County Commissioners, Hen- 


ry Clark, J.'C.^Crile and J. IT. El- 
der and'County Surveyor Arthui 
Shaw, fell the gigantic task of re- 
pairing the damage to county 
roads and bridges. Accompanying 
photographs give one a small ide? 
of the work they have done. In 
addition to the county bridge 
which are shown, here, siv othei 
river bridges were more or less re- 
built. About thirty miles of val- 
ley roads were repaired following 
the flood. It has been the policy 
of the officials in charge of re- 
construction to build better anc 
more enduring. Piers and. abut- 
ments have been built on piling 
and of carefully inspected mason- 
ry. The steel work is heavier 
and designed to carry the heaviest 
machinery likely to pass over "the 
bridge. The floors are creosoted 
blocks which present a smooth sur 
face and last a lifetime.
